HRM settles

The Halifax Regional Municipality 
has reached a $38,000 settlement 
with former promoter Harold 
MacKay. 

The settlement represents about 
10.5 per cent of the $400,000 
advanced to the promoter for last 
year’s Black Eyed Peas and Alan 
Jackson concerts. Less-than- 
optimal ticket sales for those con¬ 
certs resulted in $359,550 of that 
advance not being repaid, and led 
to the biggest scandal to rock city 
hall in years. 

But don’t expect lower property 
taxes as a result — the money 
recouped will go directly to provin¬ 
cial Crown corporation Trade Cen¬ 
tre Ltd., which presented the 
municipality with the bill for the 
advances. 

“Council gave direction to staff 
to go back and try to recapture 
whatever costs (they) can,” said 
Mayor Peter Kelly last night. 

“This was the settlement that 
was proposed, and council has 
accepted that settlement.” 

Kelly said the settlement con-

eludes the matter between MacKay 
and the municipality. 

Municipal auditor general Larry 
Munroe released a scathing report 
into the concerts on the Commons 
in June. Both Trade Centre and the 
municipality were criticized for 
entering into the cash-advance con¬ 
tracts with MacKay. 

In July, it was revealed city hall 
was considering withholding 
municipal services for the Metalli- 
ca concert on the Garrison Grounds 
— put on by MacKay’s wife. One 
day later, MacKay and HRM CAO 
Richard Butts revealed a settlement 
had been reached, but offered no 
further detail. ® alex boutilier

Woman assaulted in vehicle 


Police are looking for four 
male suspects after an 18- 
year-old woman was sexu¬ 
ally assaulted in Cole 
Harbour on Sunday. 

The woman was walk¬ 
ing on Hirandale Drive 
near Auburn High School 
at 3 p.m. when four males 
between the ages of 19 
and 20 called her over. 

“She walked over but 
as she got closer she real¬ 
ized she did not know 


them and as she walked 
away they grabbed her 
and put her into a car that 
was parked nearby,” said 
Halifax RCMP spokesman 
Cpl. Scott MacRae. 

MacRae said the victim 
was sexually assaulted in¬ 
side of the vehicle. She 
was taken to hospital 
with non-life-threatening 
injuries. He said the 
woman was then let out 
of the car and police were 


later contacted. A blue ve¬ 
hicle, believed to be used 
in the incident, has since 
been seized by police. 

MacRae said there are 
no leads at this point in 
the investigation, and it’s 
not known whether or 
not the incident is isolat¬ 
ed. 

“We’re not coming out 
and saying this is ran¬ 
dom.... All I can say is 
we’re looking to find out

Police arrested a man who 
allegedly pulled a knife on 
his landlord at a Dartmouth 
residence yesterday morn¬ 
ing. 

“There was an argument 
between a landlord and a 
tenant, and that escalated 
to one of the men produc¬ 
ing a weapon,” said Const. 
Brian Palmeter, Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police spokesperson. 

Police arrived at 37 Brule 
St. shortly after a 911 call 
came in at 11:23 a.m. 

The cause of the dispute 
is still being determined, 
said Palmeter, and the ten¬ 
ant was known to police. 

“While it was a dispute 
between a landlord and a 
tenant, we also believe that 
this call involves some 
mental-health issues as 
well,” he said. 

No one was injured and 
the 27-year-old tenant was 
arrested without incident. 

The man was charged 
with three counts of utter¬ 


ing threats, three counts of 
intimidation, possession of 
a weapon for a dangerous 


purpose and carrying a con¬ 
cealed weapon. 

An ambulance was also 


called for a woman having 
problems breathing at the 
time.

Province 
gets fuel 
refill after 
outage 

Imperial Oil Ltd. said yes¬ 
terday that fuel has start¬ 
ed to arrive in the 
province to replace 
volumes lost due to a 
longer-than-expected out¬ 
age at its Dartmouth 
refinery, Reuters reports. 

Imperial, the Canadian 
affiliate of Exxon Mobil 
Corp., has sourced the fu¬ 
el from both domestic 
and international suppli¬ 
ers, spokesman Jon Hard¬ 
ing told Reuters. 

“Domestic and interna¬ 
tional cargoes have begun 
arriving at Dartmouth. 
They’ll bridge our supply 
position until our 
refinery restarts after the 
maintenance,” he said, 
adding it will take several 
weeks. 

The shortage caused 
some service stations to 
run dry over the

Pro skateboarders hit the 
pavement at the Halifax 
Common yesterday. 

A couple hundred spec¬ 
tators turned out for the 
show, the first date in the 
Element Crossing Canada 
Tour, despite the weather 
warning for last night’s 
thunder and lightning 
storm. 

The group includes 16- 
year-old professional skate¬ 
boarder Nyjah Huston of 
Davis, Calif. He recently 
won gold in the men’s 
skate street category at the 


X Games in Los Angeles, the 
youngest athlete ever to do 
so. 

“That was great, one of 
the best feelings of my 
whole life, that’s for sure. 
For the past two years, I’ve 
gotten silver, and so to get 
the gold this year is the best 
feeling ever,” said Huston 
before yesterday’s demo. 

He signed with Element 
at age 11 and competes so 
frequently he’s home- 
schooled. He’s won enough 
money competing that he 
bought a sports car and is 
considering houses in 
southern California. 

As Huston and the oth-

ers did tricks down the 
stairs at the park, Jordell 
Arthur, 15, watched, im¬ 
pressed with Huston’s 270 
nose blunt to eight rail. 

“It’s just a hard trick to 
do,” he said, having 


watched Huston in the X 
Games on television. 
Arthur’s been practising for 
three years and looks to the 
professionals for tips. 
“They show you what you 
can do with skateboarding. 
They’re role models.” 

For Huston, he’s doing 
what he loves, and said he’s 
glad he inspires other 
skateboarders. 

“It’s a really good feeling 
just because I’m a young 
kid myself and I’m sure 
I’m someone they can re¬ 
late to a little bit more than 
some of the older guys, so I 
feel really special in that po¬ 
sition.”

More than 15 years after 
a fertilizer bomb was 
used to blow up a U.S. 
government building in 
Oklahoma City, killing 
168 people, the federal 
government is proposing 
to regulate the sale and 
transfer of the chemical 
ammonium nitrate. 

The proposal comes 


nearly four years after 
Congress gave the Home¬ 
land Security 
Department the authori¬ 
ty to develop a program 
to regulate the 
compound. 

Ammonium nitrate is 
one of the most common 
farm fertilizers in the 
world, and instructions 
for turning it into a bomb 
are available on the Inter¬ 
net. 

Yesterday, the Home¬ 
land Security 
Department’s proposal 
was posted on the Feder¬ 
al Register website.

Italy to ban 
face veils 


An Italian parliamentary 
commission approved a 
draft law banning women 
from wearing veils that 
cover their faces in public 
yesterday. 

The draft would pro¬ 
hibit women from wear¬ 
ing a burlca, niqab or any 
other garb that covers the 
face in such circum¬ 
stances. 


Third parties who force 
women to cover their 
faces in public would be 
fined to about the equiva¬ 
lent of $41,000 and face 
up to 12 months in jail, 
the news agency ANSA 
said. 

The draft will be for¬ 
warded to parliament af¬ 
ter the summer.

Man declared dangerous 
offender for spreading HIV 



O Ugandan immigrant 
was convicted in 2009 of 
first-degree murder and 
aggravated sexual assault 


A man convicted of murder 
through HIV transmission 
could spend the rest of his 
life in jail after an Ontario 
court ruled yesterday that 
he can’t be trusted to dis¬ 
close his condition to future 
sexual partners. 

Justice Thomas Lofchilc 
granted the Crown's re¬ 
quest to have Johnson Azi- 
ga declared a dangerous 
offender, which means he 
could be jailed indefinitely. 

“I must consider that the 
offender has a multi-year 
history of deception,” 
Lofchilc told the court. 

Aziga, believed to be the 
first person in Canada con¬ 
victed of murder through 
the spread of HIV, has 
sworn to warn potential 
sexual partners that he is 
HIV positive, but to take 


him at his word would be 
“a gamble on the safety of 
women in this communi¬ 
ty,” Lofchilc said. 

Aziga, a 55-year-old 
Ugandan immigrant from 
Hamilton, will serve a life 
sentence without the possi¬ 
bility of parole for 25 years 
for the murder convictions. 
But the dangerous offender 
designation means he will 
not be released on parole 
until the parole board de¬ 
cides he is no longer a 
threat. 

His convictions are relat¬ 
ed to 11 women with 
whom he had unprotected 
sex without telling them he 
had HIV. Seven of the 
women became infected, 
with two dying of 
AIDS-related cancers.

Whatever the outcome, 
it won’t end in a provincial 
court.

to rule on the issue. 

“Either way, there will 
be an appeal by ourselves 
or the attorney general,”

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U.S. eases rules on Somalia aid 


O Aid groups will not face 
prosecution if supplies end up 
with terrorist group al-Shabab 


The Obama administration 
sought to assure aid groups 
yesterday that they can de¬ 
liver desperately needed 
food to famine-stricken 
parts of Somalia without 
fear of prosecution, even if 
some assistance is diverted 
to al-Qaida linked extrem¬ 
ists blamed for helping de¬ 
liver hundreds of 
thousands of people to the 
brink of starvation. 

Administration officials 
said the U.S. has issued new 
guidelines on laws prohibit¬ 
ing material assistance to 
al-Shabab, which have been 
criticized by humanitarian 
organizations as a con¬ 
tributing factor the crisis. 
Charities must only pledge 
their best efforts to combat 
attempts by al-Shabab to 
hoard aid or collect taxes 
on supplies, they said.

“He claims the Japanese 
understand the idea and 
values of honour and that a 
Japanese (specialist) would 


understand him a lot better 
than any European would.” 

Lippestad said he last 
met his client on Friday, 
but has scheduled another 
meeting with him later this 
week. 

Breivik claims he carried 
out the attacks as part of a 
network of modern-day 


crusaders — the Knights 
Templar — to launch a rev¬ 
olution against a Europe 
spoiled by Muslim immi¬ 
gration, and that there are 
other cells ready to strike. 

Investigators say they 
have found no signs of a 
larger conspiracy.

O Legislation raises borrowing cap by $900M, to be matched by budget cuts 


The U.S. Senate emphati¬ 
cally passed emergency 
legislation yesterday to 
avoid a first-ever govern¬ 
ment default, rushing the 
legislation to U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama for his 
signature just hours before 
the deadline. 

The vote was 74-26. Oba¬ 
ma signed the bill little 
more than an hour later. 

The vote pitted tea party 
Republican forces in the 
House against Obama and 
Democrats controlling the 
Senate. The resulting com-

Much of the measure, 
which the House passed 
Monday night, was negoti¬ 
ated on terms set by House 
Speaker John Boehner, in¬ 
cluding a demand that any 
increase in the nation’s 
borrowing cap be matched 
by spending cuts. But the 
legislation also meets de¬ 
mands made by Obama, 
including debt-limit in¬ 
creases large enough to 


keep the government 
funded into 2013 and 
curbs on growth of the 
Pentagon budget. 

The measure would pro¬ 
vide an immediate $400 
billion increase in the 
$14.3 trillion US borrowing 
cap, with $500 billion 
more assured this fall. 

The measure establishes 
a special bipartisan com¬ 
mittee to draft legislation 
to find up to $1.5 trillion 
US more in deficit cuts for 
a vote later this year.

Investors sit tight as 
U.S. economy falters 


The Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change tumbled yesterday 
as relief over the rise of the 
U.S. debt ceiling was coun¬ 
tered by worries that eco¬ 
nomic weakness seen in the 
first half of the year was not 
just temporary. 

The TSX composite index 
fell for the fifth straight ses¬ 
sion, plunging 193.31 
points to 12,752.32. 

Canadian investors who 
returned to trading after 
the August long weekend 
faced U.S. data that showed 


the manufacturing sector 
unexpectedly fell to 50.9 in 
July from 55.3 the previous 
month. 

“It might be a bit bigger 
than a soft patch,” said 
Chris Kuflilc, wealth adviser 
at ScotiaMcLeod in Montre¬ 
al, adding that worry over 
debt crises in Europe and 
the U.S. has led to paralysis 
among some investors. 

“They’re hunkering 
down because of all the un¬ 
certainty,” he said.

Toyota bouncing back from quake blow 


Toyota eked out a $14-mil- 
lion US quarterly profit 
and raised its annual earn¬ 
ings forecast yesterday de¬ 
spite the devastation of the 
earthquake and tsunami in 
northeastern Japan. 

Still, April-June profit 
for the world’s biggest au¬ 


tomaker was a fraction of 
what it earned the same 
period the previous year. 

All Japanese automakers 
were hit by a shortage of 
key parts after the March 
11 earthquake and tsuna¬ 
mi destroyed suppliers in 
northeastern Japan. 


Toyota’s sales were af¬ 
fected not only in Japan 
but also in the U.S. and 
other important markets 
as reduced car production 
fell short of demand. 

But the maker of the 
Prius hybrid, Camry sedan 
and Lexus luxury models 


appears to be bouncing 
back quicker than expect¬ 
ed, as are rival Japanese au¬ 
tomakers. The quarterly 
profit was better than ex¬ 
pected. A survey of ana¬ 
lysts had forecast Toyota to 
report a quarterly loss.

Sixty-five per 
cent of his employees are women. 

He’s media-sawy. He writes pieces for the New York 
Times.

“Warren Buffett of Saudi Arabia.” 

He’s just like Warren Buffett... except he wouldn’t be 
happy living in the house he bought in 1958 for $31,000 
... in Omaha. 

As rich princes go, Al-Waleed bin Talel is no doubt a 
gem and should be encouraged. There’s just this little 
propensity for self-aggrandizing phallic symbols he 
should work on. Do they have a 12-step program for men 
who like women to see their big buildings? 

The big building in question 
will include 5.4 million square 
feet of hotel, luxuiy apartments, 
condos and offices. The 
Kingdom Tower will be more 
than 1,000 metres high and will 
be the centrepiece of Kingdom 
City, a development that stretch¬ 
es two square miles beyond the 
bounds of wretched excess.

KILLER. A vial of serial 
killer Ted Bundy’s blood 
has been found in Florida 
and investigators will use 
the newly discovered evi¬ 
dence to tiy to solve cas¬ 
es that went cold decades 
ago. 

Before he was execut¬ 
ed in 1989, Bundy 
confessed to more than 
30 murders and was sus¬ 
pected of many more. A 
complete DNA profile 
couldn’t be developed for 
the serial killer until the 
blood was found. The full 
profile will be uploaded 
to the FBI’s national data¬ 
base Friday, giving 
authorities key evidence 
to possibly link Bundy to 
long-unsolved crimes. 

The vial was 
discovered after Florida 
authorities received a call 
from a detective working 
a cold case in Tacoma, 
Wash. The blood had 
been taken in 1978 when 
Bundy was arrested in 
the death of a 12-year-old 
girl in Columbia County, 
Fla., The News Tribune 
reported. 

The Tacoma detective 
was investigating the 
1961 disappearance of 
Ann Marie Burr, a six- 
year-old who vanished 
from her home in the 
middle of the night. 
Bundy is among several 
possible suspects.

Learning from apes 

O Rise of the Planet of the Apes director speaks about carrying on the franchise traditions

The last time the world 
saw a movie about a world 
run by talking monkeys it 
was in director Tim Bur¬ 
ton’s wonky 2001 remake 
of Franklin J. Shaffher’s 
landmark future shock sci- 
fi classic Planet of the 
Apes. Burton’s redux of¬ 
fered impressive updates 
in prosthetic ape make-up 
effects (tweaking the icon¬ 
ic original masks designed 
by John Chambers) but lit¬ 


tle else was bettered, with 
a goofy, tongue-in-cheek 
tone replacing the first 
films intelligent social 
paranoia and terror. 

And now comes yet an¬ 
other re-visit, Rupert Wy¬ 
att’s Rise of the Planet of 
the Apes, opening wide 
this Friday. And though it’s 
a film that no serious Apes 
fanatic asked for, it’s clear 
after talking to Wyatt that 
when it comes to treating 
this franchise re-boot with 
both affection and respect, 
he isn’t monkeying 
around. 


“We made a radical de¬ 
parture from the original 
story,” Wyatt says, “which 
had a plague wiping out 
pets and apes becoming 
slaves, becoming pets and 
domestic servants. That 
was fantastical. But we 
started with something a 
bit more plausible, which 
is the aspect of creating in¬ 
telligence within existing 
primates through genetic 
research.” 

While certainly its own 
entity and designed as 
ground zero in a proposed 
new Apes series, Rise is in 


many ways a loose remake 
of the fourth official Planet 
of the Apes picture, 1972’s 
Conquest for the Planet of 
the Apes. Like that film, 
Rise charts the revolution 
of a chimpanzee named 
Caesar (played by the late 
Roddy McDowell in both 
Conquest and the final 
film, Battle for the Planet 
of the Apes), who leads his 
simian comrades in a 
bloody war to overturn su¬ 
premacy of the world from 
human to ape. But unlike 
Conquest, the apes were 
not realized by actors 


wearing masks. Instead ac¬ 
tor Andy Serkis (King 
Kong) becomes a digital 
chimp using sophisticated 
modern motion capture 
technology courtesy of We- 
ta Workshop (Avatar). 

“It was the only way,” 
says the director, “that we 
could authentically cap¬ 
ture their movement. The 
closest model for what 
we’ve done is King Kong 
but the technology has 
been perfected since 
then... every strand of hair 
has been individually de¬ 
signed.”

I’m no dar¬ 
ing adven¬ 
turer. 

“Danger” is 
not my 
middle 
name. In 
fact, walking up a short 
staircase can trigger my 
paralyzing fear of heights. 

But while visiting the 
beautiful little city of Pen¬ 
ticton, in B.C.’s Okanagan 
region recently, I just had to 
confront my fear in the 
name of fun. 

Just above the quiet little 
city, towers Skaha Bluffs, a 
very popular and world 


renowned rock climbing 
area, and a scenic one at 
that. 

Three parallel canyons 
contain some very intimi¬ 
dating sheer rock climbing 
walls, with frightening 
names like The Fortress and 
Doctor’s Wall. 

I’ve never done any rock 
climbing or repelling down 
rock cliffs, but I soon found 
myself donning a helmet 
and strapping into a har¬ 
ness, ready to “walk” down 
a very steep 40 foot rock 
wall. 

A good rule of thumb 
while doing this is not to 
look down. Repeat... don’t 


look down, especially if 
you’re afraid of heights. 
Admittedly, my heart was 
beating like a drum as I 
slowly worked my way 
down the rock face. Fear 
hit when I glanced down 
to see ant-sized people. 

Thankfully, in about 
two minutes if was all over 
and I was on the ground, 
standing upright again. 

Skaha Bluffs is just one 
jewel in the under-rated 
Penticton area, which is 
nestled between Skaha 
and Okanagan Lakes. 

Perhaps the most fa¬ 
mous local pastime in the 
summer months is the in¬ 


ner tube canal ride which 
runs between the two 
lakes. This isn’t rocket sci¬ 
ence. You basically grab a 
tube, jump on, and then 
lazily float from Okanagan 
lake to Skaha lake via the 
canal. 

On any given warm day, 
hundreds partake in this 
relaxing pastime, making 
the odd mid water colli¬ 
sions inevitable. 

Still, it’s almost a right 
of passage for out of town- 
ers. With desert-lilce heat 
in the summer, and little 
rain or snow in the winter, 
Penticton has to be consid¬ 
ered a holiday spot in B.C.

With the Muslim holy 
month of Ramadan having 
started this week, millions 
of the religions followers 
will be fasting during the 
long, hot days of August. 

Ramadan requires daily 
fasts of food and water 
during daylight hours. 

Typically, observers eat 
a meal before dawn and 
break their fast at sunset. 
The fast-breaking meal is 
seen by many Muslims as 
an opportunity to gather 
with family and friends. 
Ramadan is also seen as an 
opportunity to improve — 
spiritually and personally. 

A favourite Middle East¬ 
ern dish is the Shawarma, 
a sandwich-lilce wrap of 
shaved chicken, lamb, beef 
or goat. The meat is placed 
on a spit and may be 
grilled for as long as a day. 

In this version, you’re 
able to make the dish at 
home in a just few steps. 


Preparation: 

Spread cardamon, 
cumin, tumeric and pa¬ 
prika over chicken, add 
oil and rub with hands 
so pieces are covered.

April, I was tired. I had ap¬ 
plied to over 100 jobs, all in 
different fields and special¬ 
ties, and was not accepted 
by a single one.

I was ex¬ 
cited to finally be hired af¬ 
ter an exhausting job 
search! 

In the first few weeks as I 
was being trained, I didn’t 
receive many hours, so I 
looked for something else 
part-time. I found on Kijiji 
an unpaid social media in¬ 
ternship for a fitness blog. I 
emailed the company right 
away and I received a re¬ 
sponse a few hours later. I 
then went to Toronto for an 


interview. It was an infor¬ 
mal interview, where I had 
the opportunity to talk 
about my interests and 
strengths rather than an¬ 
swering formal questions. I 
left the interview feeling 
confident and, thankfully, 
was hired a few days later. 

I have found a good bal¬ 
ance between a fast-paced 
waitressing job that in¬ 
volves interacting with cus¬ 
tomers, and a second job 
where I can exercise my 
writing skills and knowl¬ 
edge of fitness and nutri¬ 
tion. 

Thinking back on my job 
hunt experiences, I proba¬ 
bly wouldn’t have done 
anything differently. I be¬ 
lieve being persistent will 
benefit students in the end. 

Timing is also another 
factor to consider. It helps 
to apply to companies 
when they are looking for 
employees, instead of in a 
slow season when they will 
take your resume and put it 
on file for later. 

There are jobs out there, 
you just have to put in the 
effort to look for them.

LAWYERS' CRITICISMS 
CAN BE DAMAGING

Today, much of the work¬ 
force feels empowered to 
complain. When upset 
about their boss or their 
job, these employees no 
longer visit their doctors 
seeking a note for a leave 
of absence. Now they just 
call their lawyers. But 
what happens when a 
lawyer’s letter goes too 
far? One B.C. employee re¬ 
cently found out the hard 
way. 

Sulchwinder Grewal 
and her boss Dalbir Sohi 
had a rocky relationship 
from the get-go. Grewal, a 
branch manager for the 
Khalsa Credit Union in 
B.C., was frequently on 
the receiving end of So¬ 
hi’s criticism. 

Deeming his contempt 
to be unwarranted, Grew¬ 
al often responded with 
letters defending herself 


and her actions. Sohi 
viewed those letters as in¬ 
subordinate and disre¬ 
spectful. 

Matters came to a head 
when Sohi discovered 
that Grewal’s personal 
home mortgage, through 
the credit union, was in¬ 
putted incorrectly. He be¬ 
lieved that Grewal had 
inappropriately received 
a personal benefit and 
wrote a memo to the 
credit union referring to 
Grewal’s mortgage as a 
“scandal” and raising oth¬ 
er issues he had with her 
performance. Before Sohi 
could question Grewal, 
she went on disability 
leave. 

Upon her return to 
work, Grewal learned 
that during her leave Sohi 
had disclosed her alleged 
mortgage “scandal” dur¬ 
ing the credit union’s 
governance hearing and 
that her name appeared 
in a public document. 

Believing this was 
highly inappropriate, 
Grewal’s lawyer sent a let¬ 
ter to Sohi accusing him 
of creating a pretext to 
dismiss her and demand¬ 
ing that he apologize to 
Grewal and acknowledge 
that his allegations were 
baseless and brought in 
bad faith to harm Grewal 


and her reputation. 

The letter concluded by 
threatening to sue Sohi if 
he did not apologize. The 
credit union responded 
on Sohi’s behalf claiming 
that, through her lawyer’s 
letter, Grewal had just re¬ 
signed. 

At a recent trial, the 
judge determined that, 
but for her lawyer’s last 
letter, Grewal would have 
been wrongfully dis¬ 
missed. 

Although Grewal’s con¬ 
cerns may have been justi¬ 
fied, the letter from 
Grewal’s own lawyer 
tipped the scales against 
her. 

According to the judge, 
that letter “permanently 
undermined the employ¬ 
ment relationship” and 
was cause for her own dis¬ 
missal. 

Employees are entitled 
to criticize their bosses 
and their employers with¬ 
out fear of immediate dis¬ 
missal. 

However, there is a lim¬ 
it. In the quest to find the 
appropriate balance be¬ 
tween criticisms and accu¬ 
sations, sometimes even 
the lawyers need counsel.

Healthy Tiger back on course

014-time major champion returns 
from injury to changed golf world 
O 20 months since his last win 


Tiger Woods was on the 
practice range just as the 
sun began to rise yesterday 
over Firestone, his first 
time on a PGA Tour golf 
course in nearly three 
months. 

Even as the season heads 
toward a conclusion, 
Woods can’t wait to get 
started. 

Woods showed up at the 
Bridgestone Invitational at 
No. 28, his lowest world 
ranking since the start of 
his first full season on the 
PGA Tour. He has a new cad¬ 
die — at least temporarily 
— in childhood friend Biy- 
on Bell. 

For Woods, however, the 
biggest change is how he 
feels about his health. 

“The great thing is I 
don’t feel a thing,” Woods 
said. “It feels solid. It feels 
stable. No pain. 

“It’s been a veiy long 
time, and it feels good to go 
out there today ... go prac¬ 
tise and feel nothing and 
walk around and pretty 
much do anything I want 
on the golf course.” 

Asked how long it has 
been since he felt so good 
physically, Woods replied, 
“Years.” 

It almost seems that long 
ago since he was last in ac¬ 
tion. Woods, who was No. 1 
in the world a year ago, has 
not played since he walked 
off the course after nine 
holes May 12 at The Players 
Championship with recur¬ 
ring injuries to his left knee 
and Achilles tendon. 

He said he injured them 
during the third round of 
the Masters while hitting a 
shot in an awkward stance 
in the pine straw on the

tournament.”

17th hole. Woods said if he 
had sat out the rest of May, 
he would have been fine 
the rest of the year, a lesson 
he learned this time 
around. He said he started 
hitting balls a couple of 
weeks ago and that he got 
the itch to start playing 
soon after. 

In the three months 
since he was gone, Roiy 
Mcllroy shattered his U.S. 
Open scoring record to par, 
and good friend Darren 
Clarke finally won a major 
at the British Open at age 
42. Steve Strieker has won 
twice to become the high¬ 
est-ranked American. 

Clarke is paired with 
Woods the first two rounds. 

“Tiger has been the best 
player in the world for a 
veiy long time,” Clarke 
said. “He has been the guy 
over my career that has set 
the benchmark for all the 
rest of us, and personally 
he’s a good friend of mine.” 

Woods still managed to 
make news while not play¬ 
ing when he fired his cad¬ 
die, Steve Williams, after a 
12-year partnership during 
which he won 13 majors. 
For all the talk about disloy¬ 
alty — Williams caddied for 
Adam Scott at the U.S. 
Open, then again at the 
AT&T National without 
seeking permission — 
Woods said only that it was 
“time for a change.”

Most sport utility vehicles 
or wagon derivatives of 
passenger cars come 
across as being more utili¬ 
tarian than sporty.

checked over for abnormal 
suspension and tire wear, 
noting that rattling, 
popping or clunking 
sounds from the front end 
could indicate a problem. 

► Ensure the doors seal tight¬ 
ly and aren’t in need of ad¬ 
justment, and be sure the 
vehicle’s wheel alignment 
is within spec, too. Uneven¬ 
ly-worn tires can be a 
warning sign of an 

| alignment problem. 

► On SYNC-equipped models, 

I shoppers are advised to 

confirm functionality with 
their wireless device, as 
well as proper operation 
from the steering-wheel 
mounted SYNC controls. 

► Some owners have report¬ 
ed problems with the auto¬ 
matic transmission, 
ranging from fluid leaks to 
hard shifting to in-warranty 
transmission replacement. 


Verdict 

A used Focus looks 
like a fairly reliable 
used-car buy, especial¬ 
ly with the five-speed 
manual. 

Shoppers after a 
good overall deal on a 
machine that’s 
enjoyed for fun-to-dri- 
ve dynamics and gen¬ 
erous interior space 
should include it on 
their list of 

prospective test-drives. 


This doesn’t seem to be a 
widespread problem, but 
shift quality should be not¬ 
ed, and the unit should be 
checked by a Ford mechan¬ 
ic. Stick with the five-speed 
manual transmission 
where possible.

lice officer now, and will 
never be one in the future. 
(Can’t do “blue.” Not one of 
my colours.) 

But recently I did get to 
drive a police car and now I 
want one badly, even if it’s 
just for civilian-type activi¬ 
ties, like going for coffee 


and doughnuts. Wait a 
minute — that might be po¬ 
lice work too ... Well, you 
know what I mean. 

The car in question is the 
brand new Chevrolet 
Caprice Police Patrol Vehi¬ 
cle (PPV). Police forces pre¬ 
fer full-size, rear-drive 
sedans, with V8 engines. 


Chevrolet hasn’t had one of 
those in its lineup since 
1996, which allowed Ford 
Crown Victoria to dominate 
the police market. 

But now the Ford Crown 
Victoria is done too. Ford’s 
new police vehicle, the In¬ 
terceptor, is based on the 
front-drive Taurus. GM con¬ 


tinues to offer its front-dri¬ 
ve Impala PPV. 

But as all other front-dri¬ 
ve police units before and 
since, it has never been the 
recipient of full blown po¬ 
lice love. 

Ford is hoping to have 
more front-drive police luck 
with its Interceptor, but I’m 
not so sure. And I think GM 
is of that mind too, and has 
finally understood how pro¬ 
foundly police forces are at¬ 
tached to their rear-drive 
cruisers. 

GM developed this 
Caprice specifically for po¬ 
lice work, and will only sell 
the Caprice to police forces. 
It is based on a rear-drive 
platform developed and 


built by Holden, GM’s sub¬ 
sidiary in Australia. Holden 
also used this platform to 
build the now-defunct Pon¬ 
tiac G8. My fling with 
Caprice PPV was with a “de¬ 
tective” version, meaning 
no lights, or back seat parti¬ 
tion, or police signage. But 
its understated looks con¬ 
tributed to its “sleeper” 
vibe, which I so love. 

It has heavy-duty every¬ 
thing, and a 6.0-litre V8 that 
makes 355 horsepower, and 
it accelerates to 60 m.p.h. 
(96 km/h) in under six sec¬ 
onds. So GM has inadver¬ 
tently created a super-cool 
ride, and part of its coolness 
comes from the fact that 
you can’t buy one.
